More particularly, 
Claim 41 has been amended to recite:

cycle and restricting access to said selected account, 

wherein, said selecting one of said accounts in accordance 
with a control cycle and restricting access to said selected account 
includes de-queuing the account to be processed . 

Accordingly, and like amended Claims 1 and 19, Applicant submits: (1) Clini 41 is 

also in condition for allowance; and, (2) Claims 42-57, which each ultimately deperjd from 

Claim 41 are also in condition for allowance, the early notification of which is also Earnestly 

solicited. 

Claim 47 has been amended to depend from Claim 41. Consistent with the 
amendments to Claim 1, Claim 58 has been cancelled without prejudice herein. 
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Applicant believes he has addressed all outstanding grounds raised in the 
outstanding Office action, and respectfully submits the present case is in condition for 
allowance, early notification of which is earnestly solicited.
